Mr.  Chairman,  lira.  Field  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  •ohe  honour  to  preocnt  the  annuil  report 
for  the  year  ended  51s G  i)ece.iiber  1J40. 

The  general  health  oc  the  District  for  the  year  under 
review  would  appear  to  be  good;  the  infantile  mortality  rate, 
one  of  the  suTcst  indices  of  the  health  or  othcrv/isc  of  a 
district,  is  very  low  and  highly  satisfactory;  maternal  mort¬ 
ality  has  Dccn  nil  and  is,  thercifore,  highly  eatisf-ctory  also; 
another  satisfactory  feature  is  'he  absence  of  still-births. 

The  dcaths-ratc  from  ;11  causes  is  _-lso  satisfictory ;  seventeen 
of  the  deaths  being  of  the  ages  of  55/75  .'.nd  twenty  five  over 
75  years;  the  chief  cause  , of  death  is,  ;.3  usual,  heart  dicc'.sc; 
there  has  only  been  one  recorded  death  from  cancer  and  one  from 
tuberculosis;  among  infectious  diseases  there  is  little  requir¬ 
ing  comment;  Guoocoaful  vaocinationrj  and  immunisations  ’-ro 
slightly  higher  than  during  the  previous  yo  ',r.
